This, ia a certuin sense, is no 
doubt true, but it is so only in respect ty 
the particular matter of voting—not ss to 
their rights and status generally. 

‘A consideration, however, of the reasons 
why voting power should be grauied must. 
make it plain that there is ample grounds 
why owen should not have the vote. This 
will be go at least “ag long as society cons 
tinues to be constituted as it is, Whutever 
may be the state of matters if women, as is 
possible, take a very much larger part in, 


the business side of life than at present, 
aa Jong as men have the onua and reapon- 
sibility of the conduct of the particular kind 
of work which in: the aggregate makes up 
the active life of the State, it is ob vious 
that their voice should bave a prepon derat- 
ing influence on the manner in which the 
State is to be governed. The inatine’a

nection with the bard watters of life, to say 
nothing of their daily duties of dealing with 
auch mutters often on 2 very lurge scale, ft 
men more or less for taking part in. the 
larger questions of State—while the more 
retired life, which, even in these advanced 
days, is, still considered the chief sphere 
of women’s activity, does not. pive them 
that'experience in-dealing with the lind of 
business that has to be grappled with by 
those upon whom the responsibility of 
governing the State devolves. If women 
generally speaking bad cxperience of 
the ordinary rough business of life, if 
the bulk of them conducted mercantile 
establishments and became directors 
of large. shipping Tusurance aud other 
companies, they would, each in her own 
sphere, get something of the knowledge and 
training which fit mes to the business of the 
State. All experience proves that mere 
book. knowledge of such matters is not only 
ingufficient bat often dangerous, and thie 
fs the most that Lhe best informed of women 
are likely to attain {0 30 long aa the chief 
sphere of their interests must of necessity 
lie in their homes and in social questious 
which uaturilly come within. their cogni- 
sanoe. In their own sphere women not ouly 
have all the rights of mep, but a great deal 
more, and tho advanced persons who wish 
to claim tho righte of men, will do well to 
consider how much of the privileges of 
women they will have to sacrifice in order 
to obtain them. 

There is aleo anotuer practical bearing of 
the subject which should not ba overlooked.. 
If women had. tho vote in a country like 
Great Britain, there would always be a

. Admiral Sir Leopold Heath, K.C.B., who had 
boon in ill-health for several monthe, died last 
month at,the advanced age of righty -nine, at his 
yesidence, Anstie Grage, Holmwood, Burrey’. 
Thoson of Mr. Sergeant Heath, the late admiral 
commenced his distinguished career in the Navy 
in 1831, at the age of fourtesn years, af or a 
short: poriod at the Roysl Naval College at 
Porismuutb, where he gaised the first modal.

Borthwick et Yokohama 
points out in the Japan Mail that while the 
trade marks’ regulations o8 drawn up by the 
Chiness Government have not yat boom 
sanctioned by tha Foreign Ministers in Peking 
the fault does not lie antirely at the door. of the 
Chinese Government, who made a fairly honest 
endeavour to produce Be Regulations” bat whieh, 
owing to the various confliotin g interests of the 
Forslen Powers, has reaulted in nothing boing

_ At the name time there oxista in the Empire 
of China, protection to a certain extent, the 
gonoral procesdura of which is as follows, vis. 

1. A Fac-aimile of your trade maric eatc., 
and all necessary details are noted in the books 
of the Consulala to whom you owe jurisdiction 
and the Consul is asked tn kindly commanicate 
thera deluils to the Chinese Officiats for pro- 
tection. i 

9 Under the Treaty made between Great 
Britain and China, rogotiated by Sir James 
Mackay, a Bureau bas byen eatabliahed by the 
Chinese Government at the Imperial Maritime 
Customa of China at the ports of Shanghai and 
Tiantaio, also nt Poking. 

Applications for the Registration of Trade \ 
Marks eta, can ba lodged at this Dureau and 
copies daposited. 

‘The Official in chargo gives you a meme. for 
future reference auil as Foon as the Haqulations 
ag drawn up by the Chineso Governmant are 
accepted by the Foreign Ministera io Peking. 
gach appliontion which lias been lodged st the 
Imperial Chinnso Maritime Cuetoms will be 
taken up and and examined, when, if found ia 
order, tha necenanry papers for protection ot 
your trade marks, ote, in China will be issued. 

So far these steps have fairly protected 
Foreign trade marks in (‘hina and I am 
speaking from my 9wo personal experiences in 
China, but unfortunately in the Proviace of 
Manchuria things are not quite the sana ad in 
tha other parts of (Chins. 

Now each Foroiga Power in China is 
naturally anxious to protect its own partioular 
jnteresta and it should bo sequally anxious to 
allow protection for the interests of others, 

In the matter of trade marks thie has been | 
done betwean Great Britaia and the United 
States tho Minivtors of these two Powers having 
agreed to ‘mutually — protect each other's 
trade marks in the mpire of China, 
This being #0 why cannot 8 ‘similar 
arrangement bs entered inte hatween Grost 
Aritain and Japin, #0 that until the Chinese 
Government. are, able to “eatorca Iawa for the 
protection of trade raarks in China, the British 
and Japanese Consular Courts in the Empire of 
Ciioa will protect the rights of each.other, that 
into say, if a Japanese infringes the registered 
marks of o British article then proceedings can 
po inatitated by the British anbjoct in the Japa- 
nese Conanlar Court ‘nd ifn British subject 
infringes a J spanese trade mark then * similar 
notion can bo taken in the British Coosalar 
Courts, thas ~eaoh conatry mutually protects" 
the intereste of the other * ‘
